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Mr. RICHARD PEARCE, of the Argo Smelting-Works, Colorado, will 
please oblige by calling again. 


HARSHAW has advanced to 46, or $4,600,000 for the property which, 
not many months ago, was sold at from 10 to 12. It has now reached 
such enormous figures—before it has run its mill—that we think it a good 
time for proposing investors to exercise great caution. 

A FACT indicating the enormous consumption of iron going on in this 
country is found in the extraordinary demand for iron bridges. It is 
said that all of the bridge-building concerns are full of orders, and that 
the largest are refusing to contract for further work. 


THE attention we called last week to, the decline in the grade of the 
ore from the Standard (Bodie) mine is emphasized by a still more recent 
report, which places the average pulp-assay for the past week at $23.56 per 
ton. If this is not the result of selection, it is about time to ‘‘ stand from 
under.” 


THE autumn ‘‘ boom” has fairly commenced, as can be seen in our stock 
and metal reports elsewhere. Mining stocks are selling freely, and gen- 
erally at higher prices, while every department of business is feeling the 
incoming tide. Let us hope that investors will not get wild, as they did 
last spring. 





THE annual coal production of Indiana, whose coal-fields are said to 
have an area of 6500 square miles, was, according to the census report of 
1870, 390,955 tons of 2240 Ibs.; in 1874, 812,000 tons of 2240 lIbs.; in 1875, 
800,000 tons of 2240 lbs.; the production in the years 1874 and 1875 hav- 
ing been ascertained through the ENGINEERING AND MINING JOURNAL. In 
the year ending April 1st, 1879, the production of coal is reported at 1,574,- 
485 tons of 2000 lbs.; but it is admitted that the returns are unreliable. 
Probably 1,500,000 gross tons represent approximately the present output 
of coal in Indiana. 


THERE is no question of the truth of the old saying that one has 
enough to do in minding one’s own business ; yet the miners of the Cum- 
berland District in Maryland threaten to take up the cause of the boat- 
men on the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal. “It is surprising how any set of 
business men have submitted as long as the managers of the coal com- 
panies have to the outrageous demands of the miners. Unless the 
companies act, either unitedly or singly, in claiming the right to manage 
their own business, and to pay wages which compare with those paid in 
other coal mining districts, there is no knowing what the miners will 
not insist upon next. This last act of the miners is no more justifiable 
than would be their naming the price which should be paid for carrying 
coal from Georgetown to Boston, and then stating who shall unload the 
coal, and what they shall be paid for doing it. . 





THE George’s Creek & Cumberland Railroad will probably be in condition 


to connect with the Pennsylvania system within a couple of months, steady 
progress being made despite the strong opposition of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad and the Consolidation Coal Company. The expression of public 
opinion is so strong that a connection with the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
and the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal can not be much longer delayed. We 
notice by the local press that President Gorman, of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Canal, has demanded of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad the right of con- 
nection on the part of the George’s Creek & Cumberland Railroad, which 
the latter company is entitled to by some agreement existing between 
the railroad and canal companies, but which the railroad is strongly 
opposing. This connection will also give an outlet to the canal, and 
loosen the iron grip which the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad has held on the 
Cumberland coal trade for years. 





THE Hudson River Tunnel, though a very important work, and 
requiring the exercise of engineering skill and experience for its suc- 
cessful completion, is not one which necessarily involves great 
danger to those engaged in it. The late ‘‘ accident,” by which twenty- 
three men lost their lives, was wholly unnecessary, and would never 
have occurred had the work been under the direction of an experienced 
mining engineer. The work, from its inception, appears to have been 
directed by wholly inexperienced persons, and the same may be said of 
the efforts which have been made since the ‘‘ accident” to recover the 
bodies of the workmen or (?) to make the connection between the tunnel 
and the shaft, which could never have been done in the manner proposed 
before the ‘‘accident.” The trustees or directors of the Tunnel Company 


2|should at once secure a conference of competent mining engineers to 


examine and report upon the plans which are proposed for completing 
the work, in order that a repetition of the late lamentable mishap may 
not occur. 





Mr. T. M. WILLIAMS, who for ten years (two terms) acted as mine in- 
spector for the Wilkes-Barre District in Pennsylvania, having completed 
his second term, has accepted the superintendency of coal mines near 
Emporium, Pa. 

Mr. WILLIAMS performed the delicate and arduous duties of his office 
in an exceptionally able and conscientious manner, and on leaving Wilkes- 
Barre carried with him the earnest good-will, both of the operators and 
the workmen, who testified their esteem for him in presenting him, at 
public meetings, handsome presents as mementos. Having been famil- 
iar with the difficulties and dangers of the position occupied by Mr. W1L- 
LIAMS, and having had abundant opportunity in persona] intercourse to 
know the manner in which he fulfilled his trusts, it gives us great pleasure 
to bear testimony to the remarkable industry, intelligence, and tact and 
the perfect integrity with which Mr. WILLIAMs discharged his exceedingly 
delicate and responsible duties. It was with regret that we learned he 
had not received a reappointment for the “‘ third term ;” for we looked to 
his annual reports for much useful information and many val- 
uable practical suggestions concerning the working of our mines and 
measures to be inaugurated for the betterment of our workmen.

uncivilized people, and, with China and India, to settle our exchanges upon 


bullion as quoted in the Londonmarket. The act of 1878 monetizing silver should 
be repealed at once as one of the wildest folly.” 


The views expressed by Mr. CokEare those that were long since stated in 
the ENGINEERING AND MINING JOURNAL ; but as the time approaches when 
the silver wave will flood the country, we may expect a more frequent 
reference to the subject. Certainly the danger is great and imminent, 
and it is to be hoped that suitable measures may be taken to avert it. By 
withdrawing all paper currency of a less denomination than $5 or $10, no 
doubt an enormous amount of silver could be kept afloat as subsidiary 
coin; but so long as small bills convertible into gold can be had, the 
depreciated silver dollars can never be made to circulate. 

There appears to be a practical difficulty in the way of Mr. Cork’s sug- 
gestion, ‘‘that the Treasury receive silver bullion and issue certificates of 
deposit, without limit, in denominations for circulation as nearly as possi- 
ble at the market value.” The effect of such a course would be that, in 
the fluctuations of the market, when silver was worth in gold less than 
the Treasury price, all the silver in the country would be unloaded on the 
government ; and when the market price in gold was above the Treasury 
price, all the silver would be withdrawn and the certificates returned ; so 
that there would be frequent and wide fluctuations in the supply of 
currency ; for the official price of silver and silver certificates could not 
be changed with every change in the market. 

Aside from the use of silver in subsidiary coin, silver and gold can not be 
kept in circulation at the same time, except by an agreement among the 
commercial nations of the world fixing a relation between their values, 
at which each will be received. Any attempt to make a depreciated 
silver coinage an unlimited legal tender must inevitably result in making 
silver, and paper based on silver, the sole currency of the country, and 
would, of course, lower the value of every thing in the country to the 
standard of the depreciated dollar.

THE S8TETEFELDT VS. THE HOWELL FURNACE. 





The anthracite collieries of Pennsylvania are to-day the largest pro- 

ducers of any coal mines in the world ; and they offer the finest examples 
of energetic work that can be found. Take, for example, three collieries 
in the Wilkes-Barre District. The No. 3, Nanticoke, with a single 
‘*breaker,” which worked 24713 days, produced no less than 344,246 tons 
2240 lbs.) of coal in 1879. To produce this, there were 209 actual miners, 
out of a total number of employés inside of 633, about 100 of whom were 
boys, and 271 outside, of whom 118 were boys; total, 904. The yield per 
day of the breaker was 1391 tons, and the average output per miner was 
6°65 tons, and per employé, 1°55 tons per day. It will be remembered that 
the coal is raised and the breaker run only ten hours per day at most, and 
often less than nine. 

The Empire shaft of the Lehigh & Wilkes-Barre Coal Company, with a 
single shaft and breaker, shipped 358,457 t8ns of coal during the year, being 
1382 tons for each day the breaker was run, and 7:46 tons per day to the 
miner and 1°66 per day to each employé. The number of miners was 185, 
and the total number of employés, 829. 

The Nottingham shaft of the same company shipped 352,026 tons from 
a single breaker, or 1543 tons for each day worked. The average output 
per miner was 6°70, and per employé, 1°90 tous per day. 

The average daily output of each of the fifty-three breakers in this dis- 
trict in 1879 was 665 tons. The average tons produced per miner was 8°28 
per day, and per employé, 1°99. The average time worked was 204 days, 
and there were 3697 miners, and a total of 15,582 employés, with a total 
production of 6,310,256 tons. These figures show the enormous growth of 
our coal mines. <A few years ago, they were deemed absurd when pro- 
posed by engineers. 

It should be remembered also that the above figures of production are of 
merchantable coal, and represent not over 67 per cent of the coal raised 
through the shaft, one third being about an average amount of waste, 
which goes te the culm-bank, and is lost. 













At the Bankers’ Convention, in Saratoga, Thursday, August 12th, Mr. 
GEORGE 8S. COE, President of the American Exchange National Bank, 


read a paper on the Silver Question. He thus described the natural out- 
come of the present law : 


‘*Tt is evident that the Treasury can not retain in its coffers an amount of cash 
reserve greatly in excess of its average needs, and that whenever that amount is 
secured (of whatever it may consist, if legal money), it must be disbursed under 
the reign of a law which compels creditors of every kind to receive it at its nom- 
inal value. * * * Sosoon, therefore, as this now rising tide shall overflow its 
banks, all the business of the Treasury must thenceforth be conducted upon a 
basis of silver dollars, at present worth seven eighths of dollars in gold. The 
continued coinage receipts of $2,000,000 per month will be added to the revenues 
paid in similar coin from every other source, and the same coin must in turn be 
disbursed for all government obligations. The legal-tender notes will then be 
also redeemable only in silver, and must depreciate to the same value. As a 
necessary consequence, all bank-notes, and all current transactions in banks and 
in home trade, must sink to the same level, and all debts and obligations of ever 
kind must go down with the general deterioration, until the whole country finds 
itself at once degraded from the honorable standing of the foremost nations of 
the earth to those of second or third degree. Our commercial banks must in 
consequence adopt in their general business the single silver standard. They will 
be compelled also to resume special gold accounts for foreign commerce. The 
country will, in fact, be remitted to the condition of two currencies of different 
values, with all their trials, inconveniences, and inequities, as they existed during 
the war. All contracts of trade between citizens at home and with all people 
abroad will again be disturbed. Money will be made temporarily scarce by the 
withdrawal of gold as current coin, to be hoarded for special use or sent away 
for exchange into the silver of other nations, gladly seizing the opportunity to be 
thus relieved. 

‘‘In the monetary standard, as in all things else, descent is easy, but recovery 
here is beset with difficulties almost insurmountable. The resistance of a great 
commercial people to any advance in the established legal measure, attended as 
it must be by a decline in the relative value of all property, and by a propor- 
tionate increase in the burden of their indebtedness, wil alcove delay restora- 
tion; in fact, it can never be attained in justice to every interest involved. And 
this difficulty will with us be greatly enhanced by the necessity of lifting up with 
it a lifeless mass of $350,000,000 legal-tender notes into commercial value. The 
simple statement of fact in our case is this: Since this law was enacted, the 
United States government has coined stated sums of money, from silver bullion, 
which it purchases at its market value, and pays for with other legal money 
issued from the same mint, creating 2,000,000 per month of one kind of dollars, 
with 1,750,000 of another kind, thus making a nominal difference of 250,000 per 
month for itself, out of its own people, under the name of coinage. This has con- 
tinued for a space of more than two years, and the strange work still proceeds in 
the same manner. A difference of nearly $8,000,000 now exists:between the 
false and the true value of this coinage, and the commercial price of the two 
metals has not yet more nearly approximated than when this law, with its pre- 
diction of restored value, was first proclaimed. 

“The substantial objects which I desire to urge are these : First, to arrest fhe 
coinage of silver dollars of 41214 grains, and to reconvert those already produced 
into silver bullion, coining silver only as wanted for ey currency ; sec- 
ondiy, that the Treasury receive silver bullion and issue certificates of deposit, 


= limit, in denominations for circulation asnearly as possible at the market 
value. 


Mr. SNOWDEN, Superintendent of the Philadelphia Mint, in a paper on 
the same subject, said : 


“‘ Between the organization of the government and 1862, only 4,219,445 silver 
dollars were coined, and since the suspension of specie payment to the passage of 
the new law monetizing silver, 3,826,393 silver dollars were coined. Since the 
law of 1878 went into effect, 65,815,500 silver dollars have been coined. What 
will be the result of this, is a question all thoughtful men are asking. Efforts to 
float these new silver dollars have all proved abortive. Less than 6,000,000 of 
new dollars are in circulation. Danger to us as a people is now near. When the 
coinage of silver reaches a hundred millions, we may be converted into a single 
silver standard nation. The Secretary of the Treasury has the power at any time 





We have received from Mr. C. A. STETEFELDT a very able and interest- 
ing report of some comparative tests instituted by him at the Ontario 
mill, in Utah, upon the Stetefeldt and Howell furnaces. The latter fur- 
nace has of late found much favor with Western mill-men. It certainly is 
a practically successful apparatus ; that is, it does not belong to the cate- 
gory of those inventions which will not work at all. In its improved 
form, with the auxiliary fire-place (for which it obtains license, we be- 
lieve, from the Stetefeldt Company), it has given fair results in many 
places. When the question of a careful comparison is raised, however, 
more complete and delicate tests are required ; and these the pamphlet 
before us attempts to record and discuss. 

With regard to the alleged superior cheapness of the Howell furnace 
in cost of construction, Mr. STETEFELDT claims that, if due regard is had 
to permanence and efficiency, the construction can not be cheaper than 
that of a Stetefeldt furnace. The Howell requires more ground-room ; 
the foundation under its cylinder costs as much as the Stetefeldt shaft 
and flue; the two towers at the ends of the Howell cylinder are as 
expensive as the lower part of the Stetefeldt ; the dust-chambers of both 
should be the same, and the castings and wrought-iron work in doors, 
grate-bars, anchoring, etc., should be about equal. Finally, the Stete- 
feldt feeder weighs but 3000 lbs., while the Howell iron cylinder weighs 
27,876 lbs. Mr. STETEFELDT says he also can build a cheap furnace, but 
intimates that it would be folly to do so. 

As to labor and fuel, he claims that the labor is exactly the same for 
both ; that the fuel-consumption is less for an equal amount of work done 
in the Stetefeldt, because the Howell furnace requires power to revolve 
its cylinder, and offers in its cylinder 500 square feet of hot iron to the 
atmosphere. He claims that the difference in the item of fuel at the 
Ontario mill amounts to from 114 to 144 cords of wood in favor of his 
furnace. 

As to ease of management, he claims that it is much more difficult to 
regulate the fire in the Howell, and that variations in the firing do more 
harm, because the brick walls of the Stetefeldt shaft do, and the iron 
shell of the Howell cylinder does not, store up heat in such quantity as 
to help to maintain a uniform temperature. Moreover, the fireman at 
the Howell furnace is exposed to all the gases and dust from the cooling- 
floor, it being difficult to introduce a partition to protect him, as is done 
at the Stetefeldt furnace. Mr. STETEFELDT confesses that one evil which 
he expected, namely, the coating of the end sections of the cylinder with 
heavy incrustations, did not occur in practice. After running the cylin- 
der for 17 days, he found the cast-iron inside ‘‘ as bright and polished as 
a gun-barrel,” 

Coming finally to the most important question : Which furnace extracts 
the highest percentage of silver, Mr. STETEFELDT gives a series of tabulated 
results of experiment, which must be pronounced very valuable, both on 
account of his high reputation as a skillful and conscientious metallur- 
gist, and also by reason of the unusually favorable circumstance that the 
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two furnaces were run on the same kind of ore from the same mine, and 
largely at the same time. Many sources of error in comparison are thus 
eliminated. 

The statistics are preceded by an interesting theoretical discussion, in 
which it is shown that the losses of silver are not confined to the amount 
found in the tailings after amalgamation, but include also mechanical 
losses in dust, escaping from the chimney of the drier, from the battery, 
from the chimney of the roasting furnace and through the ventilator of 
the cooling-floor building, and finally a loss by volatilization during roast- 
ing. The mechanical losses can be reduced toa minimum by proper 
dust-chambers, etc., such as should be provided for either of the furnaces 
under discussion. The chemical loss in roasting is mainly a function of 
the time during which the ore is exposed to heat and oxidation ; and 
hence, it is argued, the loss from this source must be less in that furnace 
than in the ordinary reverberatory, the Thompson & O’Harra, the Bruck- 
ner, the White & Howell, etc., because the roasting is performed in that 
furnace almost instantaneously, and after the ore has dropped through 
the shaft, and the dust has passed the auxiliary fire, oxidation and the 
influence of the fire cease, and new layers of ore constantly cover and 
protect those which have fallen the moment before. 

In comparing the assay value of the raw ore, without salt, with the 
assay value of the roasted ore after leaching (which Mr. STETEFELDT 
adopts as the best method of comparison), it is to be borne in mind that 
the weight of the ore has been decreased by the roasting and leaching 
taken together. Hence if no loss, or only asmall loss, of silver has taken 
place by volatilization during the roasting, the assay value of the roasted 
and leached ore should be higher than that of the crude ore. 

The new Stetefeldt furnace of the Ontario mill does better than the 
one first erected, by reason of improvements in its construction required 
by the peculiar character of Ontario ore, the principal improvement be- 
ing a stronger draught. The tables given in this report, however, include 
the results of the old furnace, which was run more directly, we judge, in 
competition with the Howell. In the following summary, which we 
compile from the averages of several of the tables, the respective columns 
represent the different tests, as follows :

has been purchased by American capitalists, who have removed the steam 
mill, built by Mr. Lawson, and considered one of the best in the province, 
from the Belt lode to the new shaft, where its engine will also do duty 
for pumping and winding. It is to be hoped their success will draw 
attention to the district and lead to fresh discoveries. During the past 
year, a lode close to the Symonds mill yielded well at the junction of 
numerous cross-veins, and promises to become more valuable than even 
the Rose lode.” 

At the Provincial Exhibition held at Halifax last fall, we saw a bar of 
gold from the Rose Gold Mining Company’s property, valued, if we 
remember rightly, at some $7000, as well as a plateful of gold-quartz 
specimens, so rich in gold that they might have been as appropriately — 
termed quartz-gold specimens. 

We also note the receipt at Halifax, on the 11th inst., of a bar of gold 
weighing 34 ounces and 11 pennyweights, valued at about $690 (at $20 per 
ounce), the product of 24 tons of quartz, from about 20 days’ labor. This 
bar came from the mine of Mr. J. G. Foster, Cariboo District, 6 miles 
south of the Musquodoboit River. 

Last year, we visited the property of the Hamilton Gold Mining Com- 
pany, leased to Messrs. HATTIE & Ross, and situated in the Sherbrooke 
District, on the St. Mary’s River, some 38 miles by stage from Anti- 
gonish, on the Halifax & Cape Breton Railroad. From two very rich 
leads in this mine, one an inch in thickness and the other only half an 
inch, and separated by about 21g feet of whinstone, some $30,000 
was taken out in three months, with less than twenty hands all 
told, surface and underground. We saw a barrel of selected ore 
(quartz) weighing 1100 lbs., which returned in the mill 37 ounces 
of gold. This district ranks first in the province as to number 
of mines, mills, and quantity of quartz crushed, maximum of yield, 
and total gold produced. Last year to December 31st, 9209 tons of 
quartz were crushed, yielding 7389 ozs. 17 dwts. 15 grs. of gold, out of a 
total for the whole province of 15,936 tons. The Wellington and Dewar 
leads in this district have also attained the greatest depth, and have been 
worked more continuously than any of the gold mines in the province, 
Operations have been carried on ever since the discovery of gold in the 
district, some 14 or 15 years ago. The depths attained vary from 400 to

fineness of the gold shows it to be of great purity, that of Nova Scotia 
being 955 in 1000, against 958 in Victoria, N. S. W., the gold of the latter 
being finer than that of any other gold-field. 

The Nova Scotia gold-fields undoubtedly offer many advantages to 
the investor and miner; at the same time, it is not difficult to find reasons 
why so little has been done. In the first place, when mining was started, 
there was a gold fever, which pervaded the whole of Canada, and there 
are few in Montreal and Toronto to-day who do not hold worthless scrip 
of some Nova Scotia gold companies. Properties were placed at prices far 
too high, with little or no working capital, and generally the management 
.]| was composed of persons of no mining experience. The consequence 
was, mills were put up in wrong places, before it was demonstrated 
there was any ore to crush, and to-day many such mills and holes in the 
ground stand as monuments of past folly. The claims also, for the most 
part, are held in areas far too circumscribed for successful mining, and 
the veins being generally small, but often very rich, are abandoned as soon 
as they do not pay in the mill. With a few exceptions, the mining and 
milling, as carried on to-day, are of the rudest description, and, as many 
of the mines are worked by tributers who have no capital to supply the 
necessary machinery for efficient working, there is a hand-to-mouth 
system apparent everywhere. Few shafts are over 200 feet deep, and 
every conceivable contrivance is used for hoisting and pumping. Wecan 
not conclude this article with more appropriate words than those used by 
Dr. T. STERRY Hunt,* who says : ‘‘ To abandon a working on account of 
a momentary impoverishment of the lode, as has too often been done in 
this region, is therefore unwise ; and in a large enterprise, where mining is 
carried on in several veins at a time, the richness of some of these may 
always be counted upon to compensate for the temporary poverty of 
others. I am of opinion that an unnecessary discouragement has had as 
much to do with the failure of certain gold-mining enterprises in Nova 
Scotia as the want of scientific knowledge and the neglect of proper 
preparations; and that many of these now abandoned as unprofitable 
will be again taken up with advantage.” F.

GOLD MINING IN NOVA SCOTIA, 





While millions of money find their way to the West and elsewhere, to 
produce the precious metals from mines, the quiet, old-fashioned Canadian 
province of Nova Scotia, with her rich and comparatively untried gold- 
fields, is unduly neglected. We reviewed, in our issue of July 31st, a 
work just issued, entitled, The Mines and Mineral Lands of Nova Scotia, 
by Mr. -EDWIN GILPIN, Jr., M.A., F.G.S., Government Inspector of Mines 
for the province. 

We now take occasion to draw the attention of our readers to an exceed- 
ingly rich yield of gold at Montague. The Rose Gold Mining Company, 
whose mines are situated in this district, near Lake Loon, about 6 miles 
east of Dartmouth, obtained last month no less than 800 ounces of gold 
from 85 tons of quartz, which, roughly valuing the gold at $20 per ounce, 
givesa gross value of $16,000, or a little over $188 per ton. We have official 
authority for stating the net profits to have been $14,500, and that the lead 
looks still better as it continues to attain depth. We understand the labor 
expended was 14 men for six weeks. Mr. GILPIN, in his report above 
alluded to, page 38, says: ‘‘ In the spring of 1879, Mr. G. StuaRT and his 
associates found the vein, called, from the color of the quartz, the Rose 
lode. It varies in thickness frona 4 to 18 inches: as yet, the workings on 
it are limited, but enough has been done to show a very rich chimney, 
dipping westward at an angle of 30°. Up to the present date (March, 
1880), 292 tons have been crushed, yielding 1086 ounces, The property

MEXICAN LAND-GRANTS. 





THE ORTIZ GRANT. 


“The Era Southwestern has been publishing the original documents 
by which the present Ortiz grant was ceded by the Mexican government, 
from which it appears that the grant was made for asingle mine, the Santa 
Rosalia, then opened and worked as required by the Mexican law ; that, 
for the better working of the mine, rights of pasturage of cattle and 
horses were granted over an area of two leagues in each direction from 
the mine. The same rights of pasturage over the same land were also 
given to other mines and to an adjacent town. The rights of pasturage 
were incommon. Bysome hocus-pocus, the Ortiz grant, when confirmed 
by the United States, is made to consist of 64,000 acres, including the 
adjacent town, the neighboring mines, and the land on which the original 
grantees only had rights of pasturage in common. It is hard to avoid 
the conclusion that fraud was used in the obtaining of the confirmation 
such as would invalidate the title. It seems a sufficient evil that large 
grantsof valuable land should be granted to single individuals, either 
with or without the known or unknown mineral wealth contained in 
them ; but that large and valuable tracts of land should be stolen from 
the public domain and from prior owners, is a far greater evil and one 
that should be corrected. If the statements of fact in the Era South- 
western are right, there is no question of the ability and willingness of 
the courts to make full reparation to the prior occupants of the inflated 
portion of the Ortiz grant, and we trust they will be asked to do so.” 


The New York Evening Mail of August 11th has the following com- 
ments on the above : 


‘* We print the above from the Las Vegas Gazette of the 5th inst. We 
believe that this grant is under the control of ex-Senator Chaffee, of 
Colorado. We know not whether or not the statements made as to the 
Ortiz grant are true or false; but irrespective of all parties interested, 
we are prepared to believe that by far the larger portion of the Mexican 
land-grants confirmed within the States of California and Colorado, and 
the territory of New Mexico, are tainted with corrupt practices, either 
in the original character of the grant itself, or, as is charged in this 
case, by a fraudulent extension of the boundaries. In many cases, the 
locations have been or are changed from worthless or grazing to valu- 
able mineral lands. The entire system of Spanish grants is an un- 
mitigated evil, not alone to the more rapid settlement of the regions 
where they exist, but from the manner in which they bar prospecting 
and create injurious monopolies. It will be easy to trace the genesis of 
Kearneyism in California to the system of land-grants, Mexican and railroad, 
by which one sixth of that State’s imperial area is to-day in the hands of 
a few large land-owners. The effects of these grants on mining interests are 
of the most injurious character. In the case of New Mexico, we think that 
a carefulexamination of the Mexican laws and history will satisfactorily 
prove that no title can be legitimately made, even under the lax inter- 
pretation of the treaty of Guadalupe-Hidalgo, which has been too com- 
mon in our courts and by the General Land-Office. The last Mexican 
governor of that territory will be found to have recklessly violated his 
powers under Mexican law, in the granting away, just prior to the 
American occupation, vast tracts of lands to his uncles and his aunts, his 
cousins and his favorites. ‘Coming events’ having ‘cast their shadows 
before,’ he hastened to make his hay while the Mexican sunshine 
remained. The treaties of Guadalupe-Hidalgo and Gadsden, under which 
New Mexico and Arizona were acquired by the United States, required 
that only those titles should be valid which were held good by Mexican 
law, and in the last treaty it is declared no such titles will be considered 
valid unless recorded in the archives of Mexico. An agent of the United 
States reported in 1874 that, after careful examination of the Mexican 
archives at the cities of Mexico and Guadalajara, he found not one record 
of land-grant titles in either of the territories of New Mexicoand Arizona. 
By a Mexican decree of November 25th, 1853, one month before the 
Gadsden treaty was signed, it is declared ‘that the unoccupied lands, 
being the exclusive property of the nation, never could be alienated 
under any title, either by power, orders, or decrees of legislatures, 
governments, or authorities of the States or territories of the 
republic,” and that, therefore, all such transactions, ‘without the 


express sanction and order of the federal authorities, as prescribed | 


by law, are null and void.’ The later grants, at least in New Mexico, 
made by territorial Mexican authority, must be ‘ null and void.’ This law 
was not repealed hy Mexico until December, 1855. The St. Vrain grant, 


uite recently confirmed in Southern Colorado, was. we believe, one of | 


the territorial grants. There has been an immense amount of laxity in 
this matter. In view of the rapid settlement of the new Southwest, and the 
imminent possibility of the absorption of the present Northern Mexican 
States into our system becoming ere long a live issue, it is quite as well 

























for thoughtful people to consider whether or not we desire, in order to se- 








cure the rapid enrichment of a comparatively few persons, an increase 
in the area of a system so un-American in character and injurious in re- 
sults as the Spanish-Mexican policy of land and mine holding. It will be 
California a hundred-fold intensified. At present, this is not the practi- 
cal question, however soon it may become one. What is in issue is the 
necessity of settling as early as practicable the entire question of land- 
titles. Senator Edmunds’s bill for a commission should be acted upon by 
thenext session of Congress. We have had this region for twenty-seven 
years in our possession, and it is time there was a removal of such an ob- 
stacle from the path of settlement and development.” 





NEW MEXICO—FINDS THAT ARE LARGE, AND GROW BEAUTIFULLY LESS. 





The lately reported rich strike of gold-bearing quartz is thus mentioned 
by a well-informed correspondent, writing from Santa Fé, under date of 
August 10th : 


‘*T shall send you by next mail a sample of ore brought from newly- 
discovered mines, say eight miles southerly from Bernalillo (say sixty 
miles south of Santa Fé). Andrews’s assays report (I have seen certificate)

from ‘ White Oaks’ ran $40,000 to start with; but they now run from 
$60 to $100. In the same proportion, this new find (sample as above 
will dwindle to from $10 to $15, or even less.”

FUEL-RATIOS—-VOLATILIZED SULPHUR IN COKING. 





EpiItorR ENGINEERING AND MINING JOURNAL : . 

Sir: Professor Frazer is justly severe on himself when he says, in your 
issue of July 31st, that of two inconsistent statements of the same facts 
one of them must be wrong, and every one will recognize that this re- 
mark is intended specially to be applied to his two “fundamental ideas 
in regard to the classification of coals, which my letter of April 19th 
showed to be radically different. Moreover, he can not expect to hide 
the true issue in this controversy a simply repeating statements which 
have already been shown to be without any foundation. My method of 
eliminating the sulphur from the problem, in order to obtain a correct 
fuel-ratio, consisted in deducting the volatilized sulphur from the ‘ vola- 
tile matter” and adding it to the fixed carbon ; and in the face of a clear 
statement of this fact, Professor Frazer insists (and sticks to it) upon de- 
ducting the whole of the sulphur ; and then he coolly calls it my method. 
This method of treating the subject is altogether without justification, 
but it is peculiarly Professor Frazer’s own ; and it is too bad that, after 
having invented this highly original plan, he is compelled to say that he 
never believed it to be correct, and that his figures, ‘996, were not intended 
to represent the fuel-ratio of the coal under discussion. Why he took the 
trouble to invent this method, and use it to obtain a whole column of 
figures, I can not imagine, unless it was to show that he could not get 
the correct result if he tried. In this last letter, however, he gives a fuel- 
ratio which he believes to be just the thing, namely, -937 ; and this he ob- 
tains by selecting figures from the different analyses given in my letter of 
date April 19th, without any regard to their connection with each other. 
Professor Frazer can not find in any single analysis given by me the fig- 
ures he uses to get his fuel-ratio ‘937, but he must needs take the volatile 
hydrocarbons from one analysis and the fixed carbon from the other. In 


the analysis where the volatile hydrocarbon percentage is given as 47-01, | 


the fixed carbon is put down as 45°214, and this gives the coal a fuel-ratio 
of °96, and not ‘937, as stated by Professor Frazer. ; 
I think it is any thing but fair in Professor Frazer to use my figures in 
this way, and it is high time he was taking final leave of this subject, 
when he has to adopt such methods to cover his retreat.

Technology. 


Technical Brevities.—The American Journal of Pharmacy notices the 
occurrence, in the Russian Caucasus, of two lakes which contain immense 
quantities of sodium sulphate, from which this salt is obtained in an almost 
pure state. The lakes have no exit, fill up in the wet season, and in summer 
their contents partially evaporate. The salt is obtained in layers of from 
a quarter to four inches thick, as it separates in consequence of cold or 
by evaporation in summer. Samples that were analyzed showed that the 
dry salt contains 95 per cent pure sulphate, of which it has been estimated 
the two lakes should yield 260,000 tons. It is further said that a French 
company has been formed to work this deposit systematically. Of the 
— of the salt our informant gives no explanation.—The Colonies 
and India has the statement that the legislative assembly of the Trans- 
vaal has now before it a measure providing for a trigonometrical 
and geological survey of that country, which, if carried into execution, 
is expected to demonstrate that the colony is possessed of abund-

The pressure 
can. be regulated to suit the purpose of the observer, and the lens is said 
to give a sharp, well-defined image under different adjustments.——The 
| purification of sulphuric acid from arsenic, which is frequently present 
jin acid made from pyrites, may be effected, according to Telnic, [? 
by diluting the acid with half its bulk of water, and _ distill- 
jing after the addition of some plumbic chloride. All the 
arsenic, according to this author, goes over with the first portions 
of the distillate. In medico-legal investigations, this procedure may 
prove very useful,——Mr. R. F. Fairthorne suggests, in the American 
Journal of Pharmacy, that if 3 ounces of powdered quicklime be added 
to a gallon of benzine, and the mixture be well shaken, most of the pecu- 
liar sulphureted odor of the benzine will be removed ; and articles that 
have been washed in it will have no disagreeable smell.—Brush and 
Dana describe, in the last number of Silliman’s, the occurrence of crys- 
tals of considerable size of the rare mineral Danburite. _The crystals be- 
long to the orthorhombic system, and are highly modified. They are 
found at Russell, St. Lawrence County, N. Y., lining cavities and seams 
in a granitic reck.—J. Lawrence Smith, in the same journal, describes, 
under the name of Peckhamite, a new meteoric mineral, which he found 
|in the Emmet County (Iowa) meteorite. It is a silicate of ferrous oxide 
and magnesia.—The same author reports the finding of the mineral 
Fergusonite at a new American locality, namely, Brindletown, Burke 
County, N. C.—Printing surfaces of celluloid, to serve as substitutes 
for electrotypes and stereotypes, are announced as the latest novel 
application of that remarkable substance. These plates are affirmed to 
stand vastly more wear in the press than those of the usual metal.—— 
It is said that improvements have lately been introduced in Boston in the 
manufacture of paper boxes, by which they are manufactured directly 
from the paper pulp. The work is done entirely by machinery, and one 
| set of the machines, it is affirmed, will turn out 30,000 boxes per day, at 
less than one third of the lowest market price of hand-made goods. 
Luminous flowers, which glow in the dark, are the latest elegant novelty 
offered for sale on the Paris boulevards. They are reported to have 
been rendered phosphorescent by coating first with a transparent size, and 
| then dusting them with the phosphorescent salts of calcium or bariam,—-— 
|The Railroad Gazette reports up tothe end of July the construction of 2424 
| miles of new railroad during the year 1880, as compared wita 1122 miles 

during the same period of 1879; 900 in 1878; 751 in 1577; and 1010 in 
|1876. The indications are, that the total figures for the present year will 
considerably exceed any since the years 1872 and 1873, when the maxi- 
mum figures of new railroad construction were reached.—The conces- 
sion for the preliminary works of the proposed channel tunnel, to connect 
England and France, which was granted in 1875 for five years, has 
been renewed by the French government for three years. From 
what has appeared:in print, it would seem that most of the preliminary 
work to demonstrate the feasibility of this undertaking has been done on 
the French side. The investigations thus far made have not developed 
any insuperable obstacle to the successful completion of this work, though 
its immense cost will necessarily make its actual execution somewhat 
doubtful. Poor's Manual of Railroads of the United States has reached 
its thirteenth annual volume, the last of which, just published, contains 
‘ the statistics of the year 1879. Mr. Poor estimates in this volume that 
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there were in operation last year 86,497 miles of railroad, and his Manual 
reports the operations of 84,232 miles. He reports the gross earnings of 
these roads during 1879 to have been $529,012,999, as compared with 
$490,103,351 for 1878, an increase of over thirty-two millions.——Mr. 
Sugg, the well-known gas engineer, has lately devised a form of com- 
pound Argand burner for street and out-door uses. It is now in use 
in London on several of the prominent thoroughfares, and is highly com- 
mended. Several of these gas-lamps give an illumination of 200 candle- 
power each. The same inventor has likewise devised a very ingenious 
self-ventilating gas-lamp for the special use of libraries. It is provided 
with a chimney in the form of a metallic tube, which delivers the pro- 
ducts of combustion out at the roof, or to some other convenient place out- 
side of the library room. This flue is surrounded by asecond larger cylinder 
communicating with the base of the lamp, which is closed, and through 
which the lamp receives its air-supply also from the outside of the room. 
The lamp therefore neither impoverishes nor vitiates the air of the 
room. It was designed to meet the objection that the sulphurous gases 
evolved in the combustion of coal-gas have a deleterious action on the 
leather of the book bindings.——There are said to be about 150 manufac- 
tories of India-rubber articles in the United States and Europe, which 
consume 20,000 tons of crude rubber. Of this total, about 6500 tons are 
used by American manufacturers.—Prof. George L. Vose, in a recent 
article calling attention to the necessity of some effective system of in- 
specting bridges and controlling their construction, makes the statement 
that on an average thirty bridges break down in the United States every 
year. Photographic plates are now made so exceedingly sensitive by 
the so-called gelatino-bromide process that soft, harmonious negatives 
may be secured with one sixteenth of a second exposure. These plates 
therefore materially lessen the difficulty of taking instantaneous 
pictures.——A circular has been issued by the Philosophical Society 
of Glasgow, Scotland, containing the announcement and prospectus of 
a proposed exhibition of apparatus for the utilization of gas, 
electricity, etc., to be held in that city from September 28th to 
October 25th of the present year. Information may be had of 
Mr. John Mann, secretary of the society.——Somebody has estimated 
that there are 3500 miles of street railways in the United States. 
The owners of the little steamer Anthracite, with which the demonstra- 
tion of the remarkable economy of the Perkins high-pressure system was 
lately made, have agreed, according to report, to allow experiments to 
be conducted with the vessel by a committee of our naval officers. ——— 
The statement is made that on the Ist of January of this year there were 
in operation in the United States 119,042 miles of telegraph line, witb 
299,859 miles of wire. These figures exclude stock, district, fire, and 
burglar-alarm wires. From the preliminary report of Mr. Joseph 
Nimmo, Chief of the Bureau of Statistics, we glean the following approxi- 
mate summary of the foreign commerce of the United States for the year 
ended June 30th, 1880. During the period named, our total exports of 
merchandise amounted in value to $835,793,824, our imports to $667.885,- 
565, showing an excess of exports amounting to about $168,000,000. Both 
the imports and exports of merchandise were larger than during any pre- 
ceding year in the history of the country. 





GENERAL MINING NEWS. 
ARIZONA. 

BLACK WARRIOR AND TuSCUMBIA.—The Prescott Miner says: These two 
mines, which have been under bond for several months, pending sale for $45,000 
each, are likely soon to be transferred tothe New York Syndicate, and become 
bullion-producing properties. The owners have received twenty thousand dollars 
on the properties, which still leaves seventy thousand dollars to be paid. We are 
informed by Mr. Gobin that the company purchasing this mine owns the Silver 
Prince, and that the programme is to build a first-class mill for the reduction of 
the ores from the three mines. These three properties produce very high- 
grade ore, and in considerable quantities, enough to keep a mill steadily 
employed for many years, separating the base from the pure material. 

Davis.—The Tucson Citizen reports that the working-shaft of the Davis mine 
is sinking at the rate of over two feet a day. This is a double-compartment shaft, 
and has reached a depth of 125 feet. Whenit reaches 150 feet, another level will 
be run to connect it with two winzes, which have been sunk to that depth. 

ESPERANZA.—The Tombstone Epitaph says of this mine: Development is con- 
fined to sinking the upper shaft and extending the 100-foot level, work on which 
at a distance of 130 feet from the main shaft had to be temporarily suspended, 
awaiting timbers to render the drift secure. 

HeERMOSA.—The Citizen says: The Hermosa mill works like acharm. The 
mill is a 20-stamp, with a capacity for 40.

At that time, 
their track was completed and opened for business to Hortense, twelve 
miles from Buena Vista, on the Gunnison extension. On the 5th of Aug- 
ust, the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad Company let a contract for grad- 
ing its Eagle River extension. The rails wil! be laid to Kokomo within 
sixty days. It is probable that the Eagle River extension will be com- 
pleted to Red Cliff by November ist. New life has been given to the min- 
ing camps on Ten-Mile, Eagle River, and Roaring Forks. From the Lead- 
ville Chron icle of the 10th inst., we learn that the Denver & South Park 
Railroad is fast extending its track up Chalk Creek, and is about to reach 
Hortense, or probably has reached it by this time.

Several 
veins have been crossed on the line of the tunnel, notable among which is that of 
the Eida, the crevice-matter of which is ten feet in width, this being the last vein 
tapped, and whose foot-wall was reached in the tunnel exploitations. This vein, 
although struck at less than 100 feet, shows that it is a mother-vein. Ore ofa 
similar character, from the Dallas vein, has run as high as 14 ounces gold per 
cord, when closely confined between the walls of an average width of four feet. 
The promoters of the tunnel scheme have a 20-stamp mill on the ground, which 
wlll be erected immediately.

COLORADO PRINCE.—The Democrat says: The mine and mill both present an 
active and anne. The mine to-day discloses more and richer 
ore than at any time heretofore, and indications are, that further developments 
will give still greater value to the property. The tunnel from the mill to the 
shaft has been broken through, and connection is open between the bottom of the 
shaft and the mill ; the ores are run out on cars, and one man is enabled to run 
out as much as the mill with its present capacity can treat. The vein, which was 
open near the mouth of the tunnel, has been followed in and rise1 upon, until 
now it shows up about a thirty-inch streak of very fine mineral, carrying one and 
a quarter to two ounces in gold, and considerable silver. The raise following this 
vein has reached the 155-foot level, and is extending to the level above. When 
the raise is completed, it will form an ore-chute through which the product of the 
entire mine can be shot down to the tunnel and taken directly to the mill. At the 
second cross-cut from the tunnel, where the chute comes down, a station of ample 
proportions will be made, which will greatly facilitate work. About sixty men 
are employed about the mine and mill. The Co:orado Prince stamp-mill has 
been doing some good work of late, and its product for the present month will 
unquestionably be far in excess of any previous month. There is already quite 
an accumulation of amalgam, the result of the first week’s run of the prasent 
month ; the plates also looked well, containing a i heavy coating. A gold 
brick worth about $3500, and the result of the last twelve days’ run in July, has 
not yet been shipped. 

HIGHLAND CHIEF.—The Herald says: The mine is working a full force and 
has taken out some fine-looking ore. It is reported that the sale of the entire 
property has been consummated to an English company, the stock being taken on 
a basis of $16 per share, or $800,000 for the entire property. 

LEADVILLE CONSOLIDATED-—The Herald says of this consolidation: Both th> 
Carbonate mine of the Leadville Company and the Little Giant above are closed 
down. The first seems to have first-class work, extensive machinery, and but lit- 
tle ore ; the latter has much ore, but no appliances for taking it out. A union of 
the two properties would seem toa casual observer to be beneficial to both. The 
Carbonate, since closing down, has been shipping from its piles of second-class ore 
to the Taylor Works. In this mine and in the Shamrock, belonging to the same 
company, there yet remains a large amount of unprospected ground. By uniting 
this property with the Giant and with a small working fund on which to begin, 
— would be formed one of the strongest and most lasting corporations of Leac- 
ville. . 

LITTLE CuIEF.—A contract has been made by the company to deliver the entire 
product of the mine to the Grant Smelting Company for the next four months. 
A number of smelters bid on the ore. 

The Democrat says: The Daly shaft, on the Little Chief rhine, is beginning to 
demonstrate its utility and show the judgment of its author. The bulk of the ore 
shipped from this mine is now hoisted through the new shaft, which, with its fine 
machinery and two cages, is capable of lifting an almost unlimited quantity of 
ore. The No. | shaft is still in use for ore-hoisting purposes ; connections having 
been made between the workings of this shaft and No. 7, the latter has been aban- 
doned, and all the ore from bothis hoisted through No. 1. No. 4 shaft will in the 
future be used principally for lowering timbers. The company is taking down 
No. 3 shaft-house, and the shaft will not be brought into use in the future. Ore- 
bins are now building at the Daly shaft ; the screens are already in place, and in 
a few days the entire structure will be completed. 

LITTLE PittsBURG. —This mine is looking well and regularly shipping about 25 

tons of ore. The Democrat says that no new ore-bodies are reported discovered 
since the reporter’s visit through the mine about two weeks ago, but the several 
ore-faces are somewhat improved, as is also the grade of the mineral shipped. 
The northwest drift from No. 6 shaft, though not yet in ore, is very encouraging, 
showing a small thread of iron with galena disseminated through it, and assaying 
twenty-six ounees. The drift running south along the line of the Little Chief 
from the end of the west drift has attained a Jength of forty feet, and the charac- 
ter of the material has undergone a material change lately.

SAN JUAN COUNTRY. 


The San Juan correspondent of the Denver Tribune, writing from Ouray, says : 
The greatest activity among the mines of the San Juan region in the way of ac- 
tual development is manifested in the several districts contiguous to the town of 
Ouray : the Sneffels District, comprising Imogene, Sneffels, and Virginius basins ; 
the Bear Creek and Red Mountain mines in the ——— District, and the 
well-known rich properties within a mile of the town, such as Dexter, the Mineral 
Farm, Ophir, pot many others. The Grand View mine, within half a mile of the 
town, which has in the upper level a continuous 18 inches of ore, which runs $60 
in gold and $10 in silver, is reported to have lately passed into the hands of Cali- 
fornia capitalists. The Virginius mine, which last season proauced 100 tons of 
ore that milled 825 ounces silver to the ton, has also changed hands, and is 
worked. 

The Yankee Boy group, one of the richest properties in Saeffels, is said to have 

passed from the hands of the original owners into those of New York capital- 
ists, who are financial heavy-weights, and will be extensively worked during the 
coming winter. ; 
The Wheel of Fortune group, owned by Governor Hoyt and friends, of Penn- 
sylvania, is worked under the superiptendence of Mr. W. Weston, mining engi- 
neer. More than $20,000 have been taken out of this mine with about 500 feet 
of work, and in the lowest level a streak of ore has just been struck five inches 
in width, which mills 400 ounces silver to the ton, the ore being brittle and ruby 
silver, ina white quartz. : 

The Mount Sneffels Mining and Reduction Company, A. W. Richardson, Gen- 
eral Superintendent, has been working a force of men, since last fall, on the Circas- 
sian and Potosi. The Potosi is an extension of the Wheel of Fortune, and in run-

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drills. It has just received a saw-mill and planing-machine and other first-class 
machinery. 
SUMMIT COUNTY. 

The Kokomo Times reports a rich strike in the Aftermath mine. The Aftermath, 
with two other claims, the Climax and Index, were located by the present own- 
ers in 1872, and some work on the former claim was commenced. Not until the 
later months of last year, however, was any particular amount of mineral shown 
up. This was finally reached by a 45-foot shaft on the Aftermath claim, which 
struck a promising contact and some galena. An incline was run to the base of 
the shaft and drifting begun on the ore. The body—a compact, well-defined vein 
of sand carbonates, assaying 45 ounces in silver and 60 per cent lead— 
widened out rapidly until it gained from 8 to 14 feet. Two hundred 
feet below the base of the discovery-shaft, a drift was run to the south a distance 
of 38 feet, which is in solid ore ; 20 feet below, also to the south, is another drift. 
The last drift is 70 feet long and extends through very rich mineral, with tho 
ee the Climax shaft, in which mineral is also discovered. Thus it 
will be seen that the ore is being blocked out as in the Leadville mines, and, un- 
like many of them, the drifts are constantly in mineral shown between well-de- 
fined walls. In the last drift, the new strike was made last week. It consists of 
o ore, superior in quantity and quality to any thing before found on Elk 

ountain, and assays 212 ounces in silver and a large amount in lead. The orig- 
inal body has widened out to 12 feet, and is the finest discovery made in the 
camp for many months. Where the mineral before averaged 40 ounces, it is 
now made to reach an average of 150 ounces by actual mill-runs. Already fifty 
tons of fine ore are on the dump, and the mine will yield about eight tons per 
day. The ore is graded, that of the first-class reaching average mill-runs of 200 
ounces in silver, and the second-class from 40 to 50 ounces. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Plata Verda stamp-mill is working ninety men. 

About $50,000 worth of ore has been taken out of the Sylvenite mine, at 
Gothic, this season. The mine will soon ship to the smelting-works at Newark, 
N. J., a car-load of ore that will yield, it is said, not less than $10,000 to the ton. 

It isreported that the Columbus mine, on Kirber Creek, has been sold to a Penn- 
sylvania company for $100,000.

CHARLES DICKENS.—The tunnel, according to the Yankee Fork Herald, is in 
400 feet, the face being early 200 feet below the surface. The vein varies from 
3 to 15 feet in width, and the ore improves with depth. A large quan- 
tity of the ore is worth $2000 per ton, the gold and silver being about equal. The 
old works, which are 100 feet above the tunnel, will soon be passed. The pay- 
chute is known to be 700 feet in length on the vein, and 200 feet farther east 
$2000 ore has been struck on the surface, but its extent isnot known. The upper 
tunnel is 500 feet in length. The arrastra is kept running. 

The Silver Bell mine, on Poverty Flat, has been sold to the Salmon River 
Mining and Smelting Company, of Omaha, for $23,500. The mine is but 120 
feet long, and the deepest shaft on the property is down only 75 feet. The 
Bonanza City Heruld says that the mine, as far as developed, contains a well- 
defined vein of ore, the choicest, or that quality heretofore shipped, running from 
390 to 600 ounces silver per ton. 

The Red Bird, on Squaw Creek, has been purchased by the same parties for 
$12,000. The Salt Lake Tribune says that a new district has been recently dis- 
covered, which is attracting much attention. It commences right by the Lava 
Beds, in the Wood River country, which are 15U0 feet higher than the mines. 
Some of the miners have prospected right under the lava, and have been 
rewarded abundantly. The mines are in porphyry and syenite. The ores are 
high-grade, free-milling, and contain considerable horn-silver. Prof. Clayton is 
at present looking up the geology of the district, which is seventeen miles west 
of Arco, on Lost River, and the juncticn of the road between Challis and Wood 
River. Here is to be found the only milling-ore in the country outside of the Saw 


Tooth District. 
MONTANA. 


ALicr.—The Glendale Atlantis says: It is understood that Marcus Daley, 
superintendent of the Alice mine, and Lathrop Dunn, superintendent of the mill, 
have sold all their stock to Walker Brothers. Mr. Daley possessed 23.000 shares 
and Mr. Dunn 18,000 shares, which sold at $5 per share. It seems that the diffi- 
culty arose out of a disposition on the part of Daley and Dunn to put the stock 
of the Alice on the New York Mining Board, and the indisposition of Walker 
Brothers to have it done. The Salt Lake Tribune says that the main shaft is 
down tothe 700-foot level, and the station for tbis level is blasting out for the new 
pumps ; as soon as these are in position, the drift will be begun and pushed with 
three shifts to cut the vein. The new sixty-stamp mill building is completed, 
and 250 of the 500 tons of the machinery for this mill have arrived and are get- 
ting into position.

Wedge, Zanesville, O. The company has a force of 125 men at work on the 
mine, 25 in the 20-stamp mill now in operation, and there are 50 men engaged 
in erecting the new mill. 

BONANZA CHIEF.—The Helena Independent says: We understand from relia- 
ble authority that the company has struck the lode in the tunnel, which has been 
under construction for some time. The lode has been penetrated a distance of 22 
feet across the vein, but no wall has as yet been found. The lode thus penetrated 
proves to be of great richness. The managers of the company contemplate in- 
creasing their present 20-stamp mill to one of 40 or 60 stamps as soon as a suffi- 
cient supply of water can be obtained.

HILLSIDE.—The Stock Report says: The Hillside and Mendha mines and fur- 
nace, at Bristol, and all the improvements thereunto belonging, have been sold 
at sheriff's sale tosatisfy a judgment of J. N. Curtis for $41,000.

THE COMSTOCK LODE.

Gold and Silver Stocks. 
New York, Friday Evening, August 20. 

A very large business and quite an improvement 
has set in in mining stocks, both here and in San 
Francisco. It is more marked and enthusiastic in the 
latter placethan here. In this market, many holders 
are only recovering a portion of their late losses, and 
a very good feeling is not likely to exist until some 
profits have been realized by the public, the profes- 
sional operators having taken most of the gains for 
both “long” and ‘short ” accounts in the past. 

As regards the mines upon this market, the public 
has at last come toa realization that many are selling 
at low prices, their merits being demonstrated by 
large bullion shipments, good dividends, and flattering 
developments. During the past few years, the Eastern 
public has received quite an education in mining, for 
which it has had to pay dearly. It is now better 
able, however, to select its investments, and is not so 
likely to listen to the stories of fabulous wealth as re- 
lated by the ‘‘ honest miner” (?), who by some means 
has acquired on the Pacific coast thos2 manners which 
are so ‘‘ child-like and bland” as to deceive the un- 
wary. In the past, there has been little business 
judgment shown here in mining investments by men 
reputed to be shrewd business men in other things. 
Many companies started are still controlled by the 
promoters, who have been able to dispose of only a 
portion of their stocks. The plan of doing so in the 
early future will be to create a ‘“‘movement” in such 
stocks, and a large portion of the public will take 
hold with the belief that each can get out at a profit 
before the ‘‘ deal” culminates, and let others stand the 
losses. In some instances, this will be true, but, in the 
majority of cases, those who get the inside ‘‘ points” 
of an advance will probably never see more than the 
semblance of it. The records of the good mines will 
be used, as in the past, to float worthless property 
with a prospective reputation, but neither past record 
nor present demonstrations of value. The public will 
do well to weigh our remarks, and investigate closely 
the merits of the mines before investing in their 
stocks. 

One of the most dangerous elements in mining-stock 
speculation is the movement in the Comstock shares. 
The whole list has been advancing, while but little is 
expected from any except Union Consolidated and 
Sierra Nevada, although the usual reports have been 
circulated about at least a dozen other mines, as to 
“¢ driving cross-cuts,” ‘‘ good indications,” ete. There 
is nothing to indicate that the two mines mentioned are 
likely to develop a wonderful bonanza, while in the 
other mines it is well known there is no intrinsic value 
whatever. There seems to be, however, but little use 
in showing how small the chances of profits are ; for 
our people seem to have enough of the gambling spirit 
to bet what they consider $1 to $100, even though the 
actual chances are one thousand to one against them. 
We now find a larger business openly done in the 
Comstock and other ‘‘ California” shdres in this mar- 
ket than ever before, and it is apparently on the in- 
crease. 

Hereafter, our table of sales will contain the united 
transactions of the three Boards, and our review will 
treat of them in the aggregate. 

The dealings in the Comstock shares have been 
largertthan ever before in this market and show a 
large advance. California records sales of 7290 shares 
at $1.95@$2.65. Consolidated Virginia has been 
dealt in to the extent of 12,425 shares at $2.80@$3.50. 
Sierra Nevada has ranged between $1214@$19, with 
sales of 410 shares. Ophir records sales of 210 shares 
at $7.25@39. Consolidated Imperial has _ been 
active, with sales of 10,975 shares at 36 
@50c. Kossuth, which seldom figures in the trans- 
actions here, has been dealt in to the extent of 1300 
shares at 17@22c. Leviathan has been quiet, with 
sales of but 400 shares at 15@18c.

IRON MARKET REVIEW. 


New York, Friday Evening, Aug. 20. 

Although some articles show but little business, 
the aggregate of trade in all departments is very 
large. There is still a disinclination on the part 
of many buyers to pay present prices, or to believe in 
still higher ones. The month of August is usually a 
very quiet one, so that but little attention is paid 
to the present dullness in some branches by the 
makers. There is a very large consumption of all 
kinds of iron going on now, and it will continue and 
probably increase during the next three months, so 
that an improved demand must be established all 


around in a very short time. The improved|increased requirements of the world, how- 
demand for all kinds of iron and steel injever, come improvements in steel making 
Europe, and the stopping of a large num-|and increased making facilities. The outlook 


ber of the Scotch furnaces, with no indications of 
early resumption, will greatly check the flood of for- 
eign iron upon this market, and consequently make 
higher prices here much more probable. There is a 
strong desire on the part of large dealers and makers 
that prices shall not go too high, but there is a fear, 
also, that it will be impossible to check them before 
they have attained a point that will encourage over- 
production both here and abroad, with the consequent 
bad effects. 

American Pig.—There has been but a moderate 
business in thisclass of iron. It has been checked, 
however, in some instances by the inability to get de- 
sirable brands. Good brands of No. 1 Foundry are 
very scarce. The demand for Forge iron is improving 
and likely to continue doing so, thereby bringing it 
closer in value to No. 1 Foundry. During several 
months of the year, a large number of rolling-mills 
were idle, owing to strikes, and the consumption of 
this grade of iron was very much reduced. Now, how- 
ever, they are all at work again, with plenty 
of orders, and are consuming very large quantities of 
iron. Itis said that about 20,000 tons of this iron 
will soon be wanted on some contracts for pipes which 
are to be given cut. No, 2 Foundry iron isin its po- 
sition the weakest of all the grades; but with high 
prices for No. 1 Foundry and Forge, the consumption 
will naturally increase until it finds its proper 
level in the scale of prices. We note sales of 
2500 tons of Forge in lots bere, and 1000 tons at the 
works on private terms; 500 tons of No. 1 Thomas at 


for the steel makers is a very encouraging one, and 
it is not improbable that prices will advance to a 
point that will revive the question of lessening the 
high rate of duty now imposed on steel rails in this 
country. The late sales are said to have been made 
at $57.50@$65, according to time of delivery, while 
about $60 is now the most common asking price at 
the mills for next year’s delivery. It is quite proba- 
ble that when a few more large orders are booked, an 
advance will be demanded. Iron railsare quiet, with 
a few sales at $47.50 for English here, and $48@$50 
for American at mills. 

Old Rails.—There is quite a business doing in these, 
and still more that will probably be consummated ina 
very short time. It is estimated that the transactions 
in this city and Philadelphia during the past fortnight 
have aggregated 28,000 to 30,000 tons, selling up to 
$27.50@$28. At the close, the market is firm at $28 
for Ts. and $29 for D.Hs. 

Wrought Scrap.—This article appears to be quiet, 
although there are said to have been liberal sales which 
have not been made public. There is considerable of 
this iron that is very poor and could probably be pur- 
chased at much lower prices than we quote, while 
strictly No. 1 can not be purchased under $28@$29.

Messrs, Bolling & Lowe, of London, under date of July 
31st, say : 

* We haveto record an improvement in the metal trades 
since the issue of our May report. This improvement has, 
however, only become manifest within the last two weeks, 
but it is of such decided character that we may now recog- 
nize itas established. The increase in demand emanates 
chiefly from the United States, whence many large orders 
have been sent to this country ; but our home railways 
have also seized the opportunity of placing orders for steel 
rails at the comparatively Iow rates ruling some weeks 
since. For the States, prompt delivery has in most cases 
been an essential condition, and most of our steel works 
have now sufficient orders to keep them fully employed 
until the autumn. There isa very hopeful feeling on the 
Continent, where prices also have advanced. In France, 
one order of 200,000 tons has heen given out by a leading 
railway company for delivery over several years. In con- 
nection with France, we may mention that the Tariff Com- 
mission has agreed to a reduction in the duty on steel rails 
of 1fr. per 100 kilos, or about 8s. per ton. This is a ste 
in the right direction ; but it will, as effectually as the high 
tariff, prevent the importation of steel rails from other 
countries. The Russian tariff has also undergone revision, 
but with very questionable advantage to any body but the 
native rail-maker, who will also lose the liberty of import- 
ing raw material duty free. The duty on iron and steel 
rails will be increased to 45 copecks per pood, from 20 
copecks for iron and 30 for steel. Pig-iron duty remains as 
before, but a duty of 5 copecks will be put on scrap, which 
now enters free. Turning to our own country, the exports 
to the United States have declined from 234,478 tons in 
April to 121,280 tons in June; but shipments to other 
countries have in June beer more than double those of Jan- 
uary last. The usual quarterly meeting was held at Bir- 
mingham a fortnight since, and no change was made in 
prices, marked bars still being £8 per ton. There wasa 
much better feeling prevalent during the ineeting (a marked 
contrast from the depression existing at the previous quar- 
terly meeting), and manufacturers are now hopeful that a 
change for the better has taken place. The prospect of a 
good harvest at home. and a moderate demand for iron 
and steel from the States and elsewhere, tends to fore- 
shadow a steady trade for the autumn months, and it is 
to be hoped that the legitimate demand will increase, and 
that speculative enterprise will not advance prices with the 
leaps and bounds of the early part of the year.” 





COAL TRADE REVIEW. 





Anthracite. 
New York, Friday Evening, Aug. 20. 
The condition of the anthracite trade continues to 
improve. It is more marked, however, as we have 
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previously stated, in those offices that have been cut- 
ting prices to the greatest extent. Those companies 
which are practically sticking to their publicly an- 
nounced rates note only a slight improvement. Prices 
are higher, although, as a rule, not up to circular 
rates as yet. It is pretty well understood that there 
will be an advance in prices on the first of September 
of from five to twenty-five centsaton. There is a 
disinclination on the part of nearly all to advance the 
prices of steam sizes, as it is well known that bitumi- 
nous would come into very close competition. It is 
thought, however, by most of the trade, that 
stove and chestnut sizes would bear an ad- 
vance. The Pennsylvania Coal Company has 
issued a circular dated to-day, quoting the same prices 
as the last circular issued by this company. These 
prices will be good until about the end of the month, 
when the company will probably advance them from 
five to twenty cents a ton according to sizes.

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aggregate decrease in their output is not yet as large 
as it should be when compared with the decreased 
output of the other companies. 


The Miners’ Journal says that extensions have been 
made at a number of the collieries of the Philadelphia 
& Reading Coal and Iron Company, putting them in 
shape to greatly increase their productiveness. No 
change of policy in regard to the working of these 
collieries has been indicated, except it may be that 
hereafter no coal will be mined ata loss in order to 
secure the transportation.

Ability to maintain their operations and 
secure the company against loss is the prime requisite, 
as it would be in any other correct business transac- 
tion. 


The production of anthracite coal last week was 
419,256 tons, as compared with 409,717 tons the pre- 
vious week and 517,645 tons the corresponding week 
of 1879. The total production from January Ist to 
August 14th was 12,766,801 tons, as against 15,374- 
728 tons for the like period of last year, showing a 
decrease this year of 2,607,927 tons.
